Cowless Pastures: One of these, 
days dairy cows may disappear from 
Canadian — pastures, Experiments 
now underway in New Jersey indi-

During the tests. 50 head of Hol- 
stein cows Were kept in their barn all 
summer, Each day at 7 am. and 2 
p.m, a Wagon load of green feed was 
harvested and fed to the cattle

cows each ate an average of 92 Ibs 
of green feed daily.
